_TO-DAY'S COURTS 
MARTIAL 


TWO WILTSHIRE-N.CO,'s ~ 
DISCHARGED. 


Two Courts Martial were held 
at the Murray. Barracks this 
morning, when two N.C.O,'s of 
the Wiltshire Regiment were 
charged with having been drunk 
whilstonduty, 

The Court was formed of 
a. number ‘of Officers un- 
der the presidency of Cap- 
tain Hickling, D.S.O. Captain 
G. H. Bleckly, ‘the Adjutant 
the Wiltshires, acted as 
Prosecutor, while the two accusad 
(Sergeant Monaghan andC.Q.M.S. 
Reynolds) were defended by Mr. 
Farebrother Mason. : 

Major Le Huquet, of the 2nd 
Wiltshire Battalion in evidence 
against the first accused (Sergeant 
Monaghan) said that when the 
Trazos Mostes was in’ Harbour 
on the 20th November at2.30 p.m.. 
he saw the accused, who belonged 
to his Company, calling the roll 
of his platoon on the poop-deck 
ofthe steamer. The accused was 
druok and was swaying about.

was put under close detention. 


C.S.M. Blackford, in-evidence, 


corroborated the last witness’s 


statement. 

The Prosecutor:-—When you 
placed the accused under arrest 
was he fit for duty? 

Witness No, 

Examined by Mr. Mason, tha 
accused said thaton the day in 
question he was in command of his 
platoon and had not finished his 
calling of the roll whén he was 
put under arrest. Hs completed 
the rall-call afterwards. He then 
went ashore with his platoon and 
proceeded to WellingtonBarracks, 
when he saw to the issuing 
of the blankets’ and tea. He 
was. not put under close 
arrest until the following morn- 
ing. He was in sole charge of 
his platoon the whole tine. 

Lance Corporal H. Hargreaves 
stated that hé belonged to the 
accused’s platoon and waspresent 
at the roll call. He corroborated 
the accused's evidence in regard 
to the latter's work on going 
ashore. It did not look to 
bim as if the accused was drunk: 
On the contrary, in his opinion | 
the accused was sober. 
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The Prosecutor enquired if the 
accused was sober when be called 
the roll, to which witnéss replied 
in the affirmative. 

Private Hadley, another witness 
for the defence, bora out the 
previous witness’ statement. 
The accused was sober the whole 
time that he.called the roll and 
took chargé of his platoon ashore. 

In his statement ’at the con- 
clusion of the case, Mr, Mason 
said that it was one of those un- 
fortunate cases in which the 
evidence of the witnesses on each 
side was in . conflict. 
Tha first ‘point he 
would like to make Was the 
possibility of ths accused being 
caught drunk onthatday. The 
ship had just come into the 
harbour and everybody was 
preparing to dissmbark and ga 
into new. quarters, The ship 
was in’ the harbour and the 
canteen of the officer's mess was 
closed, so there was no possibility 
of getting drink at all. He un- 
derstood that in the ordinary 
rations issued to the menon the 
ship, one pint was allowed each 
day.

Cross-examined by Mr, Mason, 
witness said that he started 
taking overthe barracks at 2.45,

“When, years ago, the Billiard 
Association ruled that only two 
spot strokes should be made in 
succession, a stroke dspendent on 
pure skill was—in very arbitrary 
fashioa—banished from the game. 
Because a few professionals of 
the highest skill could score a 


‘| thousand of the balls by means 


of the spot stroke the modest 
amateur was restricted to six 
points. The Billiards Control Club 
never attempted to restore the 
stroke to the professional game, 
but decreed that spot stroke play 
could, if the players azraed, be ar- 
ranged for by suspending a proviso 
of the rule dealing with the red 
ball In the laws now issued not 
aword is to be founi as to this’ 
freedom of action. AI! players, 
proféssionals and amateurs alike, 
have now become so accustomed 
todo without the spot stroke that 
no grievance erists, but the fact 
remains that when the Billiard 
Associatiod took action the many 
were sacrificed tothe few. - 

The safety miss is, another 
matter altogether. There was 
no restriction in the Billiard 
Association rules, and things 
went on without friction or 
trouble of any kind till ina parti- 
cular match~Inman and Reece 
from sheer perversity carried 
safety play beyond all reasonable | 
limits. If one remembers tightly, 
they gave in succession about 40 
or 5) misses each. This natural- 
ly led to a lot of discussion, and 
before long .Mr. Rimington- 
Wilson care out with an amend- 
ed set of rules that got rid of the 
safety miss altogether.” |. 

After due trial this system was |- 
found to be too drastic, and asa 
modification the Billiards Con- 
trol Club adopted a rule that a 
player could not give two misses 
in successive innings unless he 
or hig opponent scored after the 
first miss or a double baulk 
occurred. This is the rule that 
stands in the new code. It 
answers very well.in professional 
matches, andin all cases where 
the players are of equal strength, 
but it is open ,to one grave 
objection.

4 second missnot being permitt- 
ad, the receiver of a long start—

LOCAL POLITICS.

. The steps that are being taken for the formation of a Residents’ 
Association in Kowloon represent a movement of no meau import- 
ance and onethat will have to be reckoned with in the future'if 
-present ambitions fully fructify. .We have already given the objects 
upon which the new Association will concentrate its energies, and 
we donot doubt that these will be considered by all reasonable 
people as an admirable besisupon which to perform good work on 
behalf of a community whose needs have been so much neglected 

‘Gnthe past. Itis this very neglect which has inspired the move- 
ment, and itis a most hopeful augury that so many residents of the 
peninsula haye come forward and expressed their anxiety. to join in 
concerted action for the common weal, It is a good sign in any 
community when the people resolve to unite in the furtherance of 
civic life. Such a healthy development is taking place in Kowloon 
now. it only remains for those who are displaying an interest in 
the movement to work together-in harmony and todo all in their 
power to bring others ixto membership. Then we shall have avery 
real force. waking its influence felt in the affairs of the Colony. 

The intention at present is that when the Association is formal- 
ly established there shall be periodical meetings at. which matters 
of special concera to Kowloon will be discussed and representations 
made thereon, if necessary, both to the Government and the 
Unofficial members of the Councils. Then, apart from these periodic 
a) discussions, special consideration is to be given to the annual 
Estimates asthey affect Kowloon, and here also we can see that 
the activities of the Associetion may be of the greatest possible 
yalue. But perhaps one of the most imporiantof the new body's duties 
will be to see that Kowloon opinion isgiven a chance of making 
Steelf heard inthe’'Council Chamber.. Theclause in the Association's 
” objects which has'to do withthis point is framed in wide terms, the 

idea being to approach the Government, as may be necessary from 
time to time, with a view toobteinjng. “adequate representation” 
on the Legislature. Under such a clause, the way is opened up for 
action along many lines. . It would be quite possible, for instance, 
for the Association to press for separate elective representation for 
Kowloon, and it would be well within its rights in sodoing if the 
majority of its members agreed that such a course would be to the 
interests of the community. “In any. case,'such an Association 
could not possibly view with unconcern any .movement for local 
constitutional’ reform, inasmuch as its membere would want ta

ACHAT ABOUT ‘ROADS. oot 

Tf anyone wore asked off-hand 
how many roads there are in 
Hongkong they would certainly 
be caught guessing, Yet the 
question could hardly be called 
frivolous. The names of roads, 
anyway, tell a very great deal 
about a place if anyone is inter: 
ested enough to make enquiries. 
A few days ago we announce 
that Mr. Arthur Chapman, FSI, 
the Government Assessor, had 
just published his fourteenth 
issue of the Street Index of 
Hongkong, and a closer pervsal 
of the book has tempted us to 
write a little about Hongkong 
roads, their number and names. 
Just for the sake of curiosity, we 
have counted the number of 
named roads that Mr. Chapman 
bas enumerated and detailed in 


‘| bis very valuable book, and, to our 


astonishment, we discover that 
there are no fewer than 476 named 
roads in the city of Victoria. 
Taking into consideration the 
square mileage of the City itiss 
most extraordinary figure. Of 
course, itonly goes to bring home 
more forcibly what most people 
already know; that Hongkongisa 
maze of twisting, narrow and 


.|overcrowded streats—at least in 


the native quarter. As a guide 
to overcrowding at Home the 
authorities” always take the 
average number of persons to the 
square acre in a town, and we 
venture to think that if that could 
be worked out here there would 
be produced a figure that would 
shock any respectable Borough 
Surveyor. But tbis is East not 
West, and so one must get too 
comparative. Let us take a few 
more figures. In the Hill district 
there are 21 named roads, Broad- 
wood Road and Wongneichong 
contribute four. more, Shauki- 
wan Rosd Has running off it 
43 roads, over: in Kowloon there 
are 66 roads, at: Yaumavi 4, 
Mongkokstui 29, Taikoktsui 10, 
Fuktsunheung 9, Hunghom 21, 
Shamshuipo 12 and then there is 
the Kowloon City Road, bringing 
up the total number of roads that 
Mr. Chapman has‘ dealt with to 
736. ‘It’s a figure that mekes 
one wonder where all these roads 
are, but Mr. Chapman has them 
all down, named and numbered. 


MEMORIES OF THE ‘PAST. 

Tf one had time to go through 
all the names appearing in the 
book and carefully sort them out, 
one would find a great deal to 
talk about—at least reminiscient- 
ly. But the writer hasn’t—honest! 
Only a very casual glance, apart 
from the counting, has been 
possible, There sre names of 
past Hongkong Governors, well- 
known business men, past Chief 
Justicesand Attorney Generals, 
Secretaries, | Public 
Works Directors, public Dene- 
factors—e real host of those who 
have been anything at all, In 
the names of roads one can find 
Hongkong’s history and a great 
deal more. There doesn’t ap- 
pearato be the name of any news- 
paper Editor perpetuated in this 
way! Perhaps itisthat Editors 
have a nasty habit of making 
themselves -uncomfortable tu 
those who name gstreets; they 
certainly have trodden on the toes 
of a faw Directors of Public Works 
for allowing roads to be in an al- 
most unusable state, The curious 
names of Hongkone's streets, too, 
might provide.a fund of anecdote, 
but the temptasion will have to 
be resisted. Holy Infant Laneis 
a pretty good: appellation and one 
could multiply the example. At 
least one German name has been 
wiped off the street plate, for the 
old Rienaecker Streetis now Mui 
Fong Street. In putting down 
the book one is forced to exclaim 
“Well done, Mr. Chapman.”

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COAL, CONTRACT. 


’ INTERESTING LEGAL . 
_ POINT. 

There was quite-an interesting 
casoat the Sypreme Court this 
moming before Mr.- Justice 
Gompertz, The parties to the 
action were “the Wing Hing 
Company, coal: merchants, af 
34 Des Voeux Road, and 
the Fukukawa Company, Ltd.) 
of Connaught Road, also coal 
merchants. The plaintiffs claim- 
ed the sum'of $535, being damages 
for loss of profit. on the non- 
delivery of 390 tons of “Baryo” 
unsereened coal, which were 
purchased under a cantract dated 
October 17. Thero was acounter- 
claim. for $600, which the de~ 
fendants said was the balance 
dugon coal sold and delivered. 

Mr. Lyson appeared fortheplain- 
tiffaanid Mr. Davidson defended. 

The facts of the case, as out- 
lined by Mr. Lyson were these >— 
The plaintiff firm, whose head 
office is at Canton, entered into a 
contract with the defendants for 
the purchase of 500 tons of coal 
at the price of -$10 per ton. On 
October 19,110 tons of coal 
were taken (delivery of and 
$600 was first of all 
paid in part payment. No proper 
receipt was given for that, only a 
form saying “Received partial 
payment,. etc.” with no smount 
specified being given. Lateria 
the same day the remaining $500- 
was paid, mating the full total 
of $1,100 for the 110 tons de- 


Jlivered. Two days aftervards 


the plaintiffs sought delivery of 
the remaining 390 tons, because 
they had signed a contract with 
a Canton firm to deliver such 4 
quantity at $1150 per ton. The 
defendants were unable to gixe 
delivery, as they hai no-coal in 
their godowns, and so the order 
from Canton was cancelled. The 
firm had, therfore, suffered a loss 
of the amount claimed in the 
writ, They denied all liability 
for the counter-claim, as they had 
fully‘paid paid for the coal they 
had received. 

Mr. Davidson's case was that 
his firm had never received the 
$600 referred to; but it had re- 
ceived the $300. He admitted 
breach of contract, but said that 
the damages were excessive. 
Plaintiffs were claiming loss 
of ‘profit and they could 
not do so. He would contend 
that they could have bought 
coal in “the op2n market 
and supplied the Canton people 
aj a much lower rate than the 
figure on which the damages was 
based: As amatter of law they 
could not claim a profit abovethe 
market price. If coal had: been 
purchased inthe market and then 
the dicTerence between the market 
pricey and the ‘contract price, 
charged against the defendants, 
jt would have been a different 
thing, but to claim 15 per cent. 
on this one transaction was mon- 
strous. As regards the $600 that 
formed: the counter-claim, he 
denied that it had ever been

GREATER COAL OUTPUT. 
—————— , 
WEED OF SOUND ECONOMIC 
., DOCTRINE. 

In view of the recent decrease 
in the price of coal at Home the 
following article will be of 
“jnterest:— : 

The forces that bring about an 
increase of-coal production when 
demand exceeds supply are once 
more beginning to operate. Pits 
that were closed in war-tine will 
be reopened, new -collieries will 
be started—arrangements are 
now in progress for the sinking 

. of shafte—and the working areas 
jn many mines are being enlarged 
with the object of increasing the 
number of working places. When 
the war took many men from 
tho mines, the working areas were 
allowed ,to contract until, in the 

language of the mine, ‘there was 
just sufBcient pit room for the 
men actually employed. On the 
yoturn of the men to industry 
sume coal companies suggested. 
the adoption of the multiple shift 
system ‘as a means of providing 
working places and increasing 
production. The suggestion did 
not find favour with the miners.

The miners admitted that their 
produce in a seven-hour day 
would not equal that of the eight- 
hout day when they insisted on a 
wige advance proportionate to the 
réjuction of working time. The 
minimum wage puts the: piece- 
worker onthe less produc- 
tive system of payment by 
tine,..and in the . present 
stte of public opinion this 
mischievous system is likely to 
‘continue foralong time. Ifthe 
rite were fixed at a lower figure 
efieiency might be promoted. A 
further improvement would result 
if, instead of payment by time, 
piece-rates were fixed at such a 


figure that the worker could with 
average exertion earn what is re- 
gerded as the minimum’wage. 
Conditions of a temporary nature 
arise from time totimeina work- 
ing place. by which the miner's 
earnings are reduced, say, by £1. 
Instead of putting the man on the 
joinimum wege for a week or 
fortnight, the employer might 
give him e bounty of £1, leaving 
uuimpaired the incentive to large 
output. ‘ If this system were 
generally . adopted machinery 
would be required for the fixing 
of the bounty or the special piece- 
rates. The system, however, 
could first be applied to. the 
simpler cases, and its extension 
to others would follow naturally. 

A third factor checking an 
increase of the output of the 
individual is the belief, general 
among workmen, that the less 
work a mau does the more work 
will there be for the unemployed.
